Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not anticipate or render obvious the combination of the skirt portion and the 
reinforcing arrangement as claimed. Although reinforcements are known in the art the 
specific requirement of a skirt portion circumscribing each aperture array and depending 
from a lower surface of the panel in combination with the reinforcing arrangement 
beneath each aperture array is not obvious, especially when considered in combination 
with the other elements of the claim.
